I think that it is no exaggeration to say that 
each one has a warhead which will explode in one of two 
ways - in a constructive way or a destructive way.

Too often, if there is 
not an adequate guidance syst«a we have to substitute in 
later years, a penal aye tern. This is not an acceptable 
alternative. 

We may well take pride in what we have done. But never 
are wo able to stand still. We aust consolidate our 
gains and aove forward to evon better programs. We aust 
be willing to devote aore and more of our tiae and of 
our talents to prepare these youngsters for the future 
they will inherit. We aust continue to give generously 
not stopping to count th# cost. This we aust do. For 
who can put a price tag on e BOY?
